The favorite camera subject of

their news and pictures on a pro- 
tected sandstone wall; Agate Brid- 
ge, a I'l 1-foot long petrified log 
that spans a 40 foot ravine; and 


il'ols sncctaculnr walls of sheer 
red sandstone that stands like pro- 
tective barriers for the land of 
thn Navajos. Five miles out of 
town a graded road turns sharply 
north from the paved highway, a- 
cross the railroad tracks and up 
through the mouth of th,e canyons 
To mv boys this brief side IripHo 
Kit Carson's Cave is still the most 
exciting thing they did in the West. 


In minutes all Signs of civiliza- 


tion are lost. The first five miles 
we saw only two Indian shepherd 
girls on hbrsetoack. driving their 
flocks in front of them. 


Our only proiblcm was deciding 


which meandering side road would 
take us to Kit Carson's Cave. When 
an Indian hears the name of the 
famous scout ho suddenly forgets 
how to speak English; the Navajos 
Still remember it was Carson who 
defeated and drove them out of 
Canyon de Chclly in 1863. 'We took 
three wrong side roads before the 
Spanish-American wife of one of 
the shepherds gave* us :the..,proper 
directions. Signs erected by the 
state have a habit of disappearing 
as rapidly as they are put up. 


Kit's Cave 


Your first view of the cave where 


Carson held the Navajos at bay 
for two weeks is a thrilling one. 
As you drive over a hill the huge 
gap in the face of a red and yel- 
low clifi is awesome in size, even 
a half mile distant. From the arch' 
ed entrance the cave runs not only 
back 'but up into the mountain at 
a 45-degree angle. At the 300 foot
